The Applicant hereby petitions the Commissioner for Patents under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.181(a) from an examiner's holding of abandonment. 

This application had been allowed on December 17, 2002 (see enclosed copies, 
including draftsperson's Notice). On March 5, 2003, the Applicant's courier hand- 
delivered the corrected drawings to Tech Center 1600/2900 (see the enclosed Transmittal 
Letter and postcard showing the dated confirmation stamp). The Applicant believes that 
the drawings were received by the Examiner, and that he called to confirm this (see the 
enclosed attorney notes of Dr. Jane Love). 



At the same time, the Applicant filed other papers, including an Amendment 
under § 1.312 to conform to the corrected drawings, and sequence listing papers. The 
$640 issue fee was then timely paid on March 6, 2003 (see enclosed Transmittal and 
postcard). Accordingly, the Applicant had submitted everything that was required by the 
Notice of Allowance. 



Since then, the Applicant did not receive any further communication from the 
USPTO until the Applicant called the Examiner for a status inquiry on November 30, 
2004. On December 1, 2004, the Examiner confirmed that the application had been 
abandoned because no drawings had been received by the Publications Department. 

After numerous telephone calls to the Examiner between December 2004 and 
February 2005, the Examiner confirmed that the corrected drawings had been received, 
according to his notes in the file. However, it appeared that the file had been taken 
prematurely from his office, and that the corrected drawings were no longer in the file. 
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His supervisor's recommendation was to file this petition to withdraw the application 
from abandonment. 

The Applicant has now prepared new corrected drawings and is submitting them 
herewith. The Applicant also requests that the previously filed Amendment under § 
1.312 (copy enclosed) be entered, if not previously entered. In view of the substantial 
delay, through no fault by the Applicant, it respectfully requested that this application be 
withdrawn from abandonment and proceed to issuance on an expedited basis. 

The Applicant does not consider this petition to require any fee (see M.P.E.P. 
§ 71 1.03(c)(1) at 162). If required, however, authorization is hereby given to charge
